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Sir: 

In response to the restriction/unity of invention requirement set forth in the 
Official Action dated April 30, 2009, applicants hereby elect the subject matter of 
Group II which is described on page 2 of the Action as involving part of claims 1-7 
and relating to a tetracyclic ring structure represented by the compounds illustrated 
on page 46 of the specification. This election is made with traverse since the 
compounds share a common structural formula of formula (1) that is a polycyclic, 
nitrogen-containing compound that is bonded through the nitrogen atoms and which 
has a common functionality as an electron transporting material. 

Supporting applicants 1 position is the understanding that the art is sufficiently 
developed so that the Examiner will have no difficulty in examining the claims in their 
present form. This understanding is reflected in the statement in the International 
Search Report that the claims could be searched without effort justifying an 
additional fee. 

Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and 
withdraw the requirement and to examine the full scope of the claims.
